ent speech of.R. E, L. Saner, a Dallas 
attorney to the American Bar Associa- 
tion convention at Minneapolis. Mr. 
Samer sums. up the state of mind of 
the people of the United States toward 
their government and shows ‘how pti- 
Yully small is the number of sapport- 
ers ‘of radicalism as compared with the 
se@lid citizens, whose. solidity is chiefly 
apparent in their utter lack of interest 
in .their own government. 

It is time for the lawyers of this 
country to take coignizance, however, 
of the activities of the discontented 
ones who. are seeking a change in our 
Povernment. On this subject, Mr. Sa- 
ner say's: | 

“It is stated on competent author- 
ity that there are 1,500,000 radicals in 
this country who are clamoring for a 
change in the nature of our govern- 
ment from its present form to one of 
variqus degrees of communistic state. 
It is said thére are 400 newspapers and 
periodicals which represent these simil- 
ar views and that are read regularly by 
5,000,000 people. It is also said that 
$3,000,000 was spent during the last 
year in behalf of ‘red’ propaganda. 

“We submit that. the time has 
come when members of the bar should 
bestir themselves in a unified. effort 
to meet this challenge. Such, unified 
activity, has, as a matter of faet. been 
already too long delayed. 

“Thinking men see at the present 
time the issue being very clearly seen 
in our country; between stability and 
radicalism between the forces of real 
progress and retrogression; between 
government under a written constitu- 
tien written by our fathers and a gov- 

“ernment than a_ theological school 
ernment by the mob—or if you please 
the proletariat; and the conservative 
influence of the American bar is sorely 
needed, and should, by all means be 
exercised to its fullest extent in meet- 
ing this vital issue.”’ 

One of the most striking sugges- 
tions in the address is that govern- 
ment sustained and protected schools 
no more graduate a young man. or 
woman who didnot believe in the gov- 
should graduate any scholar whose be- 
lief was not in God. 

“It should be borne in mind that 
the service which is incumbent upon. 
1s is primarily one of education. Such 
education begins with our children in 
our schools and should extend itself 
so that every adult citizen in our en- 
tire country is reached. The foundation 
work, however, is to be done in our 
schools. The committge’s work should 
be organized, therefore, first of all so 
that in some way a direct contact is 
‘made in all our schools and colleges 
and thus stimulate a better training 
for citizenship than has been the case 
in the past.

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"Be one more riety vaaed _— pan 
immigrants have taken in building up 
the ihdustries and developng the re- 
sources-of the United States than, did 
former-; President Theodore Roosevelt. 
It will be readily recognized, therefore, 
that there was nothing unkind or un- 
friendly toward those immigrants in a 
remark in one: of his writings that * 
would nat be merely \a misfortune oS a 
crime to perpetuate differences. of lan- 
guages.in this country, for it,.would 
mean failure on our part. to. become in 
reality a-nation.” 

There is an Gatertinate tendency 
among certain people, chiefly among 
those whe make their living by playing 
upon racial distinctions, to represent 
fvery Americanization movement as an 
attack upon people of alien birth or an- 
eestry. There is no such motive back of 
the effort to transform? our alien citizen 
ship into. full-fledged Americans. In 
endeavoring to ‘induce every immigrant 
to learn the English language and to 
use that language in his dathy usso- 
ciations with other people, there is no 
attack either upon hm-or upon his 
mother tongue. We are not seeking to 
destroy other languages or to prevent 
the teaching of other languages.. The 
only object is to teach all of our per- 
manent inhabitants the English lan- 
guage so that we maly become a homo- 
genous nation notwithstanding the di- 
verisity . of origin of ‘the people resid- 
mg here. ' 

Some states have enacted laws 
prohibiting the teaching of any lan- 
guage except the English in the: com- 
Professional organizers 
of citizehs of. fereign origir have seized 
upon this as an opportunity to play 
upon the prejudices of foreigners and 
gain for themselves some little reputa- 
tion as guardians of their welfare and 
the protectors of their. rights. Only 
a few will be deceived.and misled by 
such tactics. 

When it is proposed that only Eng- 
lish. shall be taught in the common 
schools, that is, jn the first eight grades 
grades, there is no prohibition against 
children learning any other language. 
The sole purpose is to insure ‘that the 
young people of the country’ will be- 
come familiar with the English lan-, 
guage. \Vhat other language they may 
learn is no concern of local, state, or 
national governments. 

From ‘the practical standpoint, if a 


child learns English thoroughly during | 


the first eight years of his education he 
has had all he. can reasonably be ex- 


pected to do. in languages in that—]
